: barks of the Volga, mentions that’the three months’ blazing drought 
: left absolutely nothing in theSamara ares, even locusts perishing from 
ithe absence of food. The famine. whichis oniy naw at tha begia- 
‘ning, incomparably surpasses that of the 1891 experience, when the 
‘administrative machine was proparly functioning, in contrast to the 
‘present disorgsnisation. “The ruins of Ruasia are being finally 
; Sound into dust,” concindes the letter. 

The writer surveys the future prospects of relief in frank but 
pessimistic terms, and shows that the sole inhabitants of the -for- 
merly rich area of Samara are thu aged, who ramain and die in their 
corners.

A visit to the city on the same 
day revealed the fact that at all 
the city gates, in addition to the 
usual police, there were ten of 
Haiao’s own troops, fully armed, 
who assumed full responsibility 
fortha examination of baggage, 
while the old police merely made 
mild inquiries. In the case of the 
Civil Governor's samen, Mr. Liu’s 
troops had all baen moved inside, 
while General Haiao’s pickets 
guarded theentrance. The new 
recruits on duty at the Treasury, 
the Mint and other public officas 
wore teplaced by men of the 25th 
Division. he City Police 
had appeared in = surprisingly 
nes uniforms. Inquiries elicited 
the answer that the Head 
Commissioner of the Police had 
prepared new uniforms in honour 
of General Hsiao, hoping in the 
Chinesa phrasa to emulate the 
worthy Wicar of Bray and his 
constancy to those in power, of 
whatever pariy. 

The appointment of a new 
Cieil Governor is very much dis- 
cussed. There have already been 
several nominees, amongst others 
Admiral Taog Hsiang-ming, 
Hupeb man, Tachun of Hunan in 
in the days of Yuan Shib-kai, 
who bas been asked by the Chibli 
party to mediate between the 
Revolutiouary leaders in tbe 
Honan army and Generel Hsiao. 
This appointment hardly seems 
the most likely. 

Thore have been constant dis-

than the Military Governor.

CTORS BE FORCED 
TO TELL? 


A Secrecy Clause. 

TBe question, “ Should adoctor 
tell? was again discossed by the 
British Medical Association at 
Now castle-on-Tyne. 

It arose over contention that 
doctors who have received certain 
inforrpation about a patient's 
health ata clinic under a pledge 
of secrecy, should not be required 
:o divulge saoh information in 
8 court of law. 

In @ recent divorce case before 
Mr. Justice Horridge a doctor at 
first declined to give evidence. 
He explained. that medical meo 
bad formed a certain clinic on 
the understanding that what 
happened there should be secret, 
and that they would be upheld in 
the secrecy ‘bythe Ministry of 
Health. The judge, however, 
ingisted on evidence being given, 
and the’ following dialogue 
ensued -— 

His Lordship :—I am sorry but 
the Ministry have no- power 
affecting the jurisdiction of these 
Courts. Doctors are subject to 
the orders of the Court, and have 
to disclose what they knew ?

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ANGRY CANTON. 


Canton is very rightly angry at the fact that it has 
- pot been invited tu the Pacific Conference, and the state- 
ment which President Sun Yat-sen issued yesterday in the 
name of the Government of the Republic: established at 
Canton very ontspokenly castigates the northern President 
and-all associated with him. We think that Canton should 
have been invited to seud a representative, the main reason 
being that Peking does not fuily represent Chinese opinion. 
The state of the country proves that, let - alone anything. 
that might be said. The argument is used. doubtless, that 
if Canton were invited to Washiugton_ it would involve 
“recognition ” but if the Powers do not feel that the time 
is quite ripe for such a proveeding then they could follow 
the same lines a3 was followed in the case of Turkey and 
Angora during the holding of the Peace Conference in 
- Paris. Angora was not a “recognised” country, yet 
delegates from that territory were permitted to sit alongside 
the Turkish delegates because the Allies knew that Angora 
had a few words of her own to add to anything that might 
have been said by Turkey. The words of the Canton 
leaders would, unquestionably, have proved useful towards 
solving the problems of the Pavifie and it 1s, to solve those 
problems that the Vonference is sitting. To stick on the 
formal word “recognition ~ seems to us a little arbitrary. 
The Powers won't get any further with China while they 
ignore Canton and make out it dcesn’t exist. So far, then. 
we are in sympathy with President Sun's statement. 

He then proceeds to point out how the Peking Govern- 
rent is so hopelessly entangled with formerly contracted 
foreign obligations—-especially in relation to Japau—that 
its delegates van scarcely be relied upon to present 
the Chinese case ax it should be presented — For the 
moment we wish to ignore all the depreciative references 
to Peking, richly deserved though they may be. President 
Sun's statement. and more especially the review of certain 
points on the part of the Canton Information Bureau, is 
bitterly anti-Japanese. \ Japan is openly accused of aiming 
at China’s domination and all past acts, Irke the Twenty- 
one Demands, the Secret Agreements of 1918, ete., are 
reviewed for the purpose of making it clear that “ the im- 
mediate purpose and object of Japanese imperialism is the 
domination of China.” Peking is accused of being depen- 
dent on the military support of the Super Tuchons, who in 
turn are dominated by Chang Tso-lin. who, in his turn. 
depends on the support and: goodwill of Japan for the 
maintenance of his power. Tus, says Canton, Peking is 
steadily selling China to Japan. To fan opposition toPeking 
these arguments are very plausible and will probably con- 
vince those for whom they are intended, but we do not 
think they are very opportune. They are not conceived in 
the spirit of the Conference to which they relate. To 
accuse Japan in such 2 manner will not belp to solve the 
problems to be faced at Washington. . 

Canton has washed its hands of the Peking gang and 


it has pow washed.its hands of the Conference as at pre- 
* sent convened, for Presidént Sun Yat-sen has declared that 
“ qpless a delegation under the direction of this Govern- 
ment attends and takes part in the work of the Washing- 
ton conference, none of the decisions of the conference 
relating to China shall be recognised as possessing any 
validity or force.” Canton doubtless feels hurt about the 
matter but threats of ‘that-nature will scarcely coerce the 
Powers.. A much better procedure would have been that 
. of presenting a well-argued case plus a request. All said 
and done however, we wish Canton well in its endeavour to 
prove ite merit to a place in the furthcoming councils. .

Negro Ambitions. 

Last month the-“ Second: Inter- 
national Convention” of oegro 
peoples was held at New York, 
with the ‘Provisional President 
of Africa” in the chair. It must 
have been quite a big affair, as 
fifty thousand delegates from four 
continents attended. Another 
such gathering has assembled at 
Paris to attest the growiag 
activity of the black race. The 
programme of promoting the 
enlightenment and welfare of 
the negro peoples is admirable. 
There is also a claim forequality. 
It is not easy to reject the 
demand id the casa of such a 
man as, for intance, Dr. Booker 
Washington, who, however, 
stands ont as % model rather 
than as an average specimen, of 
tho dark race. At present itmay 
bea the world views Sambo's claim 
tn be regarded as"‘a man and a 
brudder’” with an interest chiefly 
o} the theoretical kind; bat with 
such an exemplar the negroes 
bave #2 beacon to guide them ino 
their struggle. Ose good sign 
about the movement is that 
Bolshevistis or other rerolution- 
ary methods are deprecated. 
The negro pedples are advanc- 
ing in enlightenment and in- 
fluence, but the history of the 
Liberian Republic does not 
suggest that they have yet at- 
tained.a capacity for progressive 
self-government. 


An Imperious Governor. 


Governor Smaliof Illinois, who 
has been indicted for embezzle- 
ment on an enormous scale, as 
recently reported. is riding the 
high horse. Act first he alleged 
that the charge was due to the 
machinations of political oppon- 
ents. Now he declares that he 
will resist the warrant for his 
arrest, on some ‘principle analo- 
gous tothe old Royalist dictum 
that the King can do no wrong. 
As head of the State, the Gov- 
ernor’s contention is that he is 
above the law. And the joke (') 
of the matter is that it is the 
State's funds that the Gov- 
ernor ‘is accused of misappro- 
priating. There has always 
been a school of political thought 
io American which contends 
that’tha States are absolutely 
autonomous, even to the Sinn 
Fein claim of “the right to 
secede,” though the average man 
would suppose that the civil war 
disposed of at least this extreme 
interpretation of the doctriae. 
The Feders! autboritiés. although 
they bave not hesitated upon 
occasion to assert the par- 
amouncy of the. Union, are 
naturally chary of dojng, any- 
thing that might savour of 
ancroachment upon State rights. 
In the. present case there are 
dramatic possibilities. If Gov- 
ernor Small is convicted,-aa the 
supreme power in the State he 
can immediately pardon him- 
self, in which event, 
apparently, the only’ means of 
removing him from office would 
be by finpeachment.

of ocean steamers in port on that 
day being 85.

The Cadmus was ont-of-date, 
"put that was not the reason of 
the sale ofthe Fame. The little 
ship was in commission to the 

ast and was capable of much 
further service to “His Majesty.” 
Since the end of the war many 
newer destroyers and other 
naval ships equipped with the 
latest appliances and more 
modern in every way than older 
ships are available for duty on 
the China Coast, which means 
that obsolete craft must go. 

The very letter of the contract 
was obeyed by Qwong Tai, who 
was the purchaser of the cruiser 
Kent. The Kent was sold for 
reaking-up and now no two 
pieces of any part of the ship 
remain intact,.it is said. Every- 
thing, including the machinery,| 
as been disintegrated, leaving 
nothing. of the ship but her 
official name.

Promote the wolfare of the people, 

From an airy, however, 
lately held into social conditions! 
the Government finds that there 
are at least two evils which, if 
not immediately dealt with, may 
lead to a grava’ state of things 
amongthe people. Thefirstof these 
evils is the wide spread use of 
tobacco, particularly in the form 
of cigarette-smoking. In this 
form, the evil is of recent growth, 
as the cigarette was first intro- 
duced into Chins from abroad; 
‘and .ite importation began to 
assume importance about the 
beginnicg of the present century. 
This importance hes rapidly 
increased, more especially since 
the national prohibition of the 
opium traffic. 

Competent observers now agree 
tbat cigarette-smoking is taking 
the place of opium-smoking, and 
there is Kettle dunbt that the 
widespread use of cigarettes in 
China threatens to impair the 
physique of the Chinese people to 
an extent greater than in the 
case of opium-smoking. The 
latter was generally -a costly 
Juxurs, indulged in by abont fire 
per cent of the population ; 
whereas cigarette- smoking is 
becoming a vice involving the 
entire ostion. It is practised not 
alone by the well-to-do but also 
by the poorer-ctuss:s. Men, 
womenand children smoke. Even 
rickshaw coolies may often be 
seon smoking the cigarette while 
pulling their rickshaws. 'A 
cigaretto-is se very “handy.” 

Whatever view may be taken 
of cigarette-smoking abroad, this 
Government is satisfied that it is 
an evil which is beginning to 
sap the strength of the nation 
through its drain on the nervous 
system of the smoker. This view 
is confirmed by the preponderant 
section of scientific opinion on 
the subject, including the London 
Luncet and the highest medical 
authorities in America who 
assert that cigarette-smoking

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causes nervousness and other |, 


allied disorders, besides degener- 
ation of brain, cells. . 

As regards the rate of duty to 
be imposed on tobaccoitis.to be 
noted thet America imposes a 
Customs duty of G. $4.50 per Jb. 
and 25 p.c. ad valorem; Japan 
355 ad val: United Kingdom over 
G. $3;-and Hongkong Mex $1.50. 
‘It is ‘proposed to limit the new 
duty to 20 p.c. ad valorem on all 
cigarettes whether home-manu- 
factured or imported. It is true 
that this ise comparatively low 
rate forthe object in view, but it 
has been considered expedient to 
avoid the imposition of a duty 
which might te open to the 
criticism of being practically equi- 
valent to a total probibition of| 
the imported article. ” 

The other. evil referred to is the 

increasing consumption of in- 
toxicating drinks. Jt appears 
that cigarette-smokicg and al- 
coholic drinking sre rapidly 
replacing the opium evil. 
e Government proposes to deal 
with alcoholic drinking in the 
same manner as cigarette-smok- 
ing and to discourage the growing 
evil by the imposition, at.the 
place of consumption, of a laxury 
duty applicable alike to Lome- 
menufactured and imported wines 
and other alcoholic drinks.
